1. Queetion: Does am accredited university ever make a profit?

New Law Review 
Covers Public Law 


Federal EdactmenU Featured 
by Two Leading 
Aiticlea 


Two leading grtieles of timely In- 
terest on Federal public laws will bo 
featored In the ^ird issue of the 1983- 
84 volume of The George Washington 
Law Baview, which will appear soon. 

The flrst of these, “The Mississippi 
River and the Treaty Clause of the 
Constitution," Is written by Charles 
Warren, former Assistant Attorney 
General of the United States and au- 
thor of the Supreme Cburt of United 
States History, which won the Pulitter 
prise. It deals with the surrounding 
circumstances of the Ineomration of 
the treaty clause into the Constitution. 
Particularly valuable to those interest- 
ed in the legal profession is this ar- 
ticle inasmud) as It gives t the history 
of the treaty clause provision and 
points out it was incorporated into the 
Constitution as a result of the political 
problems existing at that time. The 
subject Is especially timely in view of 
the problem of the St. Lawrence Wa- 
terway treaty pending flow. 

Prof. Charles S. Collier is the author 
of the second leading article, on “Gold 
Clause Contracts and Legislative Pow- 
er," which replies to an article by 
George A. King in the January issue 
of the Review. Professor Collier ana- 
lyses the subject with reference to the 
logical approach to Constitutional prob- 
Isms, and discusses the matter in the 
light of' the power of Congress to coin 
money, regulate values, and fix stand- 
ards bf weights and measures. He 
reaches the result upholding the con- 
stitutionality of the joint resolution 
declaring gold clauses in contracts to 
bewgalnst public policy.
